May I occupy a small portion

your valuable paper to have my say 
about the advisability of disrupting 
the Sfxth judicial circuit, the courts 
of which are now presided over 
by 
Judge F ruit 
This judicial circuit is 
now composed of La Crosse, Trem­ 
pealeau, Monroe, Vernon and Jun­ 
eau counties. 
There are two schemes 
proposed for a division of the 
cir­ 
cuit. 
One is to lop off Monroe, Ver­ 
non and Juneau counties, and retain­ 
ing La Crosse and Trempealeau coun­ 
ties, making these two counties con­ 
stitute the Sixth judicial district The 
other is to strike off Vernon 
and 
Juneau from this circuit and take 
one of Judge O’N eill’s counties, prob­ 
ably Eau Claire, and make a 
new 
circuit of these three counties, and 
elect a judge to preside over it. The 
salary of the 
new 
Judge will 
be 
$5,000 a year, that being the salary 
of circuit judges. 
I understand that 
Judge O’Neill does not want to lose 
any portion of his circuit, and 
the 
only legitim ate excuse for interfer­ 
ing with these circuits as they are 
now constituted is that there is a 
plethora of business in La 
Crosse 
county. 
The circuit court for 
La 
Crosse county seems to be congested 
This plethora can easily be 
taken 
care of by establishing a municipal 
court for La Crosse county with a 
jurisdiction sufficiently extended to 
take care of a large portion of the 
court business of La Crosse county. 
Let this court have Jurisdiction in 
civil cases up to $2,500, and of all 
criminal cases short of murder in 
anv of its degrees. 
If such a court 
is established in La Crosse county 
there will be no need of dividing the 
circuit. 
Our circuit judges must ex­ 
pect to work. 
$5,000 a year is good 
pay for good work. 
The office of 
circuit judge is not and ought not to 
be a sinecure.

This 
was announced today by Attorney 
Clarence S. Harrow, chief counsel for 
the indicted men. 
He notified spe­ 
cial State's Attorney Loesch that he 
would begin the attack

Judge McSurley's court. 
The grand 
jury's 
report which 
was the most scathing arraignm ent 
of election officials the state 
has 
known in many years, contained this 
statem ent: 
“ From the facts coming to 
our 
knowledge we express serious doubt 
whether there has been an honest 
general or city election in 
Chicago 
for years. 
We report that in 
our 
opinion, much of the fraudulent vot­ 
ing was done in pursuance of gen­ 
eral schemes of corruption, the na 
ture. character and extent of which 
we had not the time to develop.*’
